If  all  the 
automoblien  owned  in  the  country 
Uftre  plact-d  on  tiie*e  Improved 
highways  al  oiw  time,  there  would 
be  only  eIx  cars  to  each  mile. 

The  Canadian  people  arc  building 
Improved  highways  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  6,000  miles  each  year. 
During  1928  It  U  e-itlmated  that 
8.000  miles  of  In^roved  highways 
were  orunplemrt.  Tills  year  the  pro- 
gramme la  even  more  oatanatve,  and 
It  Is  expectad  that  ^tAJ^m^Vt 
Improved  highways  wfll  fea^VOMhad 
during  IMS:
